DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a response to the amendment received on April 5, 2007 which 
has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 1-9 and 23 are pending in the application. Claims 10-22 and 24 are 
withdrawn and claim 25 is cancelled. 

-The 102(b) rejection of claim 25 has been withdrawn due to applicant canceling 
this claim. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

-In claim 23, "the control system including means for increasing motor torque 
during a torque phase and reducing motor torque during an inertia phase of a power-on 
upshift of the transmission" has been inserted due to the amendment filed April 5, 2007 
leaving this claim incomplete. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 and 23 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The prior art of record does not disclose or render obvious a 
motivation to provide for: 

-a method and control system for controlling ratio changes during a power-on 
upshift in a hybrid electric vehicle wherein an electric motor torque is increased during a 
torque phase and reduced during an inertia phase of upshifting in which torque 
variations in the transmission power output member are modulated and in combination 
with each and every limitation disclosed in claims 1 and 23,
